A 3 percent raise, 
effective February 15, 
was approved by the 
Placentia city council 
in a 4-1 agreement 
between four employee 
groups and the city. 

Councilwoman Betty 
Mead was the one 
dissenter. 

The city employees 
traded off three things 
to gain this raise which 
will cost the city 
$135,300 for the rest of 
this fiscal year and 
next. 

The employees 
agreed not to strike 
against the city. 

They agreed to 
change the grievance 
procedure and to cut 
down on frivolous 
complaints. 

The employees 
agreed to go to a 
medical clinic 
assigned by the city. 
Now the employees go 
to doctors of their 


choice and send the 
bills to the city if they 
are injured on the job. 

The Placentia Police 
Association, the 
Placentia Police 
Management Associa¬ 
tion, The Placentia 
City Employees 
Association and the 
Placentia Mid-mana¬ 
gement Group ap¬ 
proached the city 
council two weeks ago 
asking for relief from 
the high inflation 
which their three year 
contract negotiated in 
1979 did not foresee.

Dear Editor: 

I was rather 
disappointed and 
disgusted with an 
article found in the 
Feb. 19 issue of your 
paper. The article, 
entitled “Don McBride 
Completes Grand 
Slam,” details the 
exploits of a 20th 
Century cowboy 
engaged in the 
egotistical slaughter of 
some of our most 
beautiful North 
American wildlife. 
Admittedly, the News- 
Times is no Pulitzer 
Prize winner, but an 
article such as this has 
no place in your paper . 

In contrast to what 
Mr. McBride and his 
cronies might think, 
this is 1981 and not 
*1891. We live in an era 
in which the once- 
proud lords of the 
mountain and forest, 
the wild sheep, moose 
and caribou, are being 


pressed to the limits of 
existence by man and 
his devices. We must 
no longer condone the 
slaughter of these 
beautiful and scarce 
animals. The West is 
no longer wild, Teddy 
Roosevelt has been out 
of office for nearly 70 
years, and Daniel 
Boone is dead. 

Three times in Laura 
Gaede’s article, in 
fact, the scarcity of 
these magnificent 
animals is mentioned. 
The Desert Baja 
Sheep, for example, is 
“rarely found and 
usually in Mexico.” 
Instead of ap¬ 
preciating this fact and 
the reasons behind it, 
McBride seems to take 
a perverse pride in 
killing the remaining 
members of a species. 
The killing of these 
animals, difficult as it 
may be, is not a matter 


of pride. It is, in fact, a 
matter of shame. 

An argument can be 
made for the selective 
and controlled killing 
of certain species to 
prevent their over¬ 
population and star¬ 
vation. With regards to 
the species of caribou, 
moose and sheep 
mentioned in the ar¬ 
ticle, however, I don’t 
believe this argument 
is relevant. The killing 
of these animals is 
merely the ego- 
inflating amusement 
of a man with money 
searching for 
something to cover his 
den wall. An article 
detailing this man’s 
cruel hobbies does not 
belong in your paper. 
By glorifying his ac¬ 
tions, the News-Times 
only condones and 
encourages such 
behavior.
